+8  RESOLUTIONS.  ?H- 
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I.— COMPULSORY  ARBITRATION. 

(1)  COMPULSORY  ARBITRATION. 

“ In  view  of  the  colossal  growth  of  trusts  and  combines  of  speculative 
capitalists  and  consequent  concentration  of  capital  and  monoply  of  industry, 
this  Congress  foresees  the  grave  danger  to  the  nation  and  the  toilers  of 
dislocation  of  trade,  ' stoppage  of  work,  and  distress  of  wage-earners. 
To  avert  such  a calamity  this  Congress  calls  upon  the  Legislature  to 
pass  an  Act  creating  a Supreme  Court  of  Arbitration.  The  court  to  be  presided 
over  by  a Lord  Justice,  and  to  be  constituted  by  an  equal  number  of  workmen’s 
and  employers’  representatives,  who  shall  take  evidence  from  the  party 
aggrieved,  or  their  representatives.  Legal  experts  to  be  in  all  cases  debarred 
from  acting  as  representatives.  The  power  of  the  court  to  be  compulsory. 
Conciliation  Courts  for  the  various  industrial  qentres  to  be  formed  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  Supreme  Court,  and  to  be  termed  District  Courts.  In  all 
cases  workmen’s  representatives  to  be  selected  by  Trade  Unions  as  com- 
missioners or  members  of  Supreme  Court.  For  the  effective  dealing  with 
disputes,  commissioners  to  be  constituted  for  the  great  staple  trades,  viz., 
mining,  textile,  transport,  engineering,  and  agriculture,  with  a Crown  Judge 
over  each.  Failing  the  courts  settling  disputes,  cases  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Supreme  Court.  Only  unions  registered  under  the  Trade  Union  Act  and  firms 
covered  by  registration  under  an  Act  identical  with  the  Trade  Union  Act  to  be 
eligible  for  consideration  of  Courts  or  Supreme  Court  of  Arbitration.  We 
therefore  instruct  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  draft  a Bill  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid.” — (Dock,  Wharf , Riverside,  etc.,  Union.) 


“ (2)  That  as  the  Conciliation  Act  of  1896,  being  permissive  in  its  character 
and  voluntary  in  its  operation,  is  thereby  rendered  practically  useless  in  the 
settlement  of  trade  disputes,  and  considering  the  great  loss  to  the  nation  and 
the  terrible  sufferings  inflicted  upon  the  toilers  and  their  dependents  which  the 
trade  disputes  of  recent  years  have  occasioned,  this  Congress  is  of  opinion  that 
the  time  has  arrived  when  a Supreme  Court  of  Arbitration,  with  compulsory 
powers  should  be  established,  with  District  Conciliation  Courts  for  the  various 
industrial  centres  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Supreme  Court,  for  the 
settlement  by  conciliation  or  arbitration,  of  all  labour  disputes,  and  that  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  draft  a Bill  for  creating  such  courts  as  those  which 
already  exist  in  some  of  our  colonies.” — (National  Antalgamated  Iron  Plat 3 
Trade  Society.) 
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“ (3)  That  this  Congress  affirms  its  opinion  that  a Compulsory  Arbitration 
Act  upon  the  lines  of  the  New  Zealand  measure  would  add  greatly  to  the 
welfare  of  this  country  by  doing  away  with  the  evil  effects  attendant  upon 
ruptures  in  industrial  disputes,  and,  further,  because  it  would  fully  recognise 
and  encourage  Trade  Unionism,  and  piace  these  organisations  upon  a definite 
legal  basis.” — ( National  Amalgamated  Shop  Assistants.) 


II.— PARLIAMENTARY  REPRESENTATION. 

(1)  LABOUR  REPRESENTATION. 

“That  this  Congress,  while  hailing  with  satisfaction  the  vigorous  efforts 
of  individual  trades  on  the  question  of  direct  labour  representation  in  Parlia- 
ment, is  of  the  opinion  that  the  most  successful  method  to  utilise  the  forces  of 
labour  in  Parliament  would  be  by  concentrated  effort  from  an  organised  centre, 
and  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  endeavour  to  call  a 
Conference  of  those  bodies  and  trades  already  actively  engaged  in  the  question 
of  direct  labour  representation  to  arrange  a basis  of  common  action  of  all 
labour  representatives  returned  to  Parliament  by  the  aforesaid  bodies  and 
trades.  Also  that  the  Congress  strongly  recommends  that  the  various  labour 
bodies,  such  as  Federation  of  Trades  and  Labour  Representation  Committee, 
all  offsprings  of  previous  Congresses,  should  have  their  offices  in  the  one 
building,  with  the  object  ultimately  of  founding  a National  Labour  Institute.” 
— ( National  Dock  Labourers.) 


(2)  TRADE  UNION  PARLIAMENTARY  CANDIDATES. 

“That  this  Congress  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  issue 
manifestoes  in  favour  of  all  Parliamentary  candidates  who  are  put  forward  by 
bona-fide  Trade  Union  organisations  affiliated  to  the  Congress;  to  take  steps  to 
procure  the  publication  and  distribution  of  these  manifestoes  in  the  con- 
stituencies being  contested  by  the  respective  candidates;  and  to  take  such 
other  steps  within  their  power  to  secure  the  success  of  such  candidates  at  the 
polls.” — ( Fawcett  Association .) 


III.— AMENDMENTS  TO  FACTORY  ACTS. 

(1)  AMENDMENT  TO  FACTORY  ACTS. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  ^further  legislation  is  necessary  to 
effectually  secure  to  factory  workers  the  Saturday  Yioon-day  stop.” — General 
Union  Weavers , etc,) 
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(2)  FACTORY  INSPECTORS  FOR  SHIPS. 

“ That,  in  order  to  give  complete  effect  to  the  recent  extension  of  the 
application  of  the  Factory  Acts  to  ships  when  loading,  unloading,  or  coaling, 
this  Congress  is  of  opinion  that  experienced  practical  men  should  be  appointed 
as  Inspectors  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  regard  to  ships ; and 
that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  ask  the  Home  Secretary  to  give  effect  to  this 
resolution . ’ ’ — (Amalgamated  Stevedores.) 


(3)  AMENDMENT  OF  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

“ Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  room  in  our  workshops,  and  the  often  insanitary 
condition  of  the  same,  we  desire  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  use  their 
influence  to  secure  the  insertion  of  the  Farriers’  Trade  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshops’  Act.” — (Farriers'  Federation.) 


AMENDMENT. 

“Add  ‘and  seeing  that  the  local  inspection  of 
kitchens,  lavatories,  dressing  and  sleeping  rooms  is 
inefficient  and  unsatisfactory,  hotels,  restaurants, 
public-houses,  and  coffee-houses  should  be  brought 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act.’  ” — (Amal- 
gamated Waiters'  Society.) 


IV.— AMENDMENTS  TO  WORKMEN’S  COM= 
PENSATION  ACT. 

(1)  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“ That  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Trade 
Unions  represented  at  this  Congress,  press  upon  the  Government  the  great 
need  for  an  * Amended  Compensation  Act,’  which  will  provide  for  all  injuries, 
extend  to  all  trades  and  employment,  and  compensation  to  be  paid  from  first 
day  of  injury.” — (Miners'  Federation  of  Great  Britain.) 


(2)  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT,  1897. 

“That  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  wait  upon  tie 
Home  Secretary  and  point  out  the  grave  injustice  done  to  all  workmen 
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employed  outside  their  actual  employers’  works,  and  urge  upon  him  as  a 
representative  of  the  Government  the  necessity  of  providing  in  the  contemplated 
amendment  and  extension  of  the  Act  for  the  inclusion  of  its  benefits  to  all 
workmen  irrespective  of  whether  they  are  employed  in  or  outside  the  particular 
factory  in  which  they  may  for  the  time  being  be  employed.” — (Boiler  Makers 
and  Iron  and  Steel  Shipbuilders.) 


AMENDMENT  No.  1. 

“ After  the  word  ‘ employed  ’ on  last  line  add : 
‘ And  that  the  official  of  the  trades  society  to 
which  the  injured  person  belongs  shall  have  the  right- 
to  appear  in  conjunction  with  a legal  adviser,  before 
the  Becorder  or  other  Arbitrator  in  arguing  for  claim 
on  behalf  of  the  members  so  represented.’” — (Amal- 
gamated Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners.) 


AMENDMENT  No.  2. 

Amendments  to  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act, 
1897,  that  so  much  of  sections  1 and  2 of  the  first 
schedule  to  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  1897, 
which  provides  for  a weekly  sum  to  be  paid  as  com- 
pensation  under  the  said  Act  shall  be  amended  ae 
follows,  viz. : — 

“ That  where  a workman  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  whose  average  weekly  earnings  during  the 
previous  twelve  months  (or  if  such  workman  shall 
not  have  been  so  long  in  the  employment  of  the 
employer  at  the  time  of  the  happening  of  the  accident 
which  entitled  the  said  workman  to  compensation 
under  the  Act)  may  be  permanently  or  partially 
incapacitated  from  following  his  employment  by  reason 
of  the  said  accident  shall  not  have  exceeded  the  sum 
of  ten  shillings  per  week  the  amount  of  compensation 
to  be  paid  to  such  workman  shall  be  such  a sum,  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  arbitrator  or  committee  shall  be 
just  and  reasonable  without  regard  being  had  to  the 
actual  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  said  workman 
at  the  time  of  the  said  accident  and  that  in  case  of 
such  workman,  so  permanently  or  partially  incapaci- 
tated as  aforesaid,  any  such  weekly  payments  so 
awarded  in  the  first  instance  may  be  reviewed  at  the 
request  either  of  the  employer  or  of  the  workman  and 
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on  such  review  the  same  may  be  ended,  diminished, 
or  increased  as  the  arbitrator  may  from  time  to  time 
think  just  and  reasonable. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  opinion  that  the  Work- 
men’s Compensation  Act,  1897,  should  be  amended  so 
as  to  include  all  workmen  as  defined  by  Section  10 
of  the  Employers’  and  Workmen’s  Act  38  and  39 
Victoria,  chapter  90,  and  that  such  workmen  should 
be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  all  accidents 
which  may  happen  to  them  during  the  course  of  their 
employment  wherever  such  accident  may  occur,  and 
that  such  part  or  parts  of  Section  7 of  the  said  Act 
which  limits  its  operation  as  therein  mentioned  be 
repealed,  and  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of 
the  Trades  Congress  be  requested  to  take  such  pro- 
ceedings as  they  may  consider  necessary  and  advisable 
to  get  this  resolution  carried  into  law. 

“ The  Employers’  and  Workmen  Act,  1875, 
Section  10 : In  this  Act  the  expression  ‘ workman  ’ 
does  not  include  a domestic  or  menial  servant,  but, 
save  as  aforesaid,  means  any  person  who,  being  a 
labourer,  servant  in  husbandry,  journeyman,  artificer, 
handicraftsman,  miner,  or  otherwise  engaged  in 
manual  labour,  whether  under  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  or  above  that  age,  has  entered  into  or  works 
under  a contract  with  an  employer,  whether  the 
contract  be  made  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  be  express  or  implied,  oral  or  in  writing,  and  be 
a contract  of  service,  or  a contract  personally  to 
execute  any  work  or  labour. 

“ The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  1897, 
Section  7 : This  Act  shall  apply  only  to  employment 
by  the  undertakers  as  hereinafter  defined  on  or  in  or 
about  a railway,  factory,  mine,  quarry,  or  engineering 
work,  and  to  employment  by  the  undertakers  as 
hereinafter  defined  on,  in,  or  about  building  which 
exceeds  thirty  feet  in  height,  and  is  either  being 
constructed  or  repaired  by  means  of  a scaffolding  or 
being  demolished  or  in  which  machinery  driven  by 
steam,  water,  or  other  mechanical  power  is  being  used 
for  the  purpose  of  the  construction,  repair,  or 
demolition  thereof. 

“ In  this  Act  * railway  ’ means  the  railway  of 
any  railway  company  to  which  the  Regulation  of 
Railways  Act,  1873,  applies,  and  includes  a light 
railway  made  under  the  Light  Railways  Act,  1896 ; 
and  ‘ railway  ’ and  railway  company  have  the  same 
meaning  as  in  the  said  Acts  of  1873  and  1896. 
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“ Factory  ’ has  the  same  meaning  as  in  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1878  to  1891,  and  also 
includes  any  dock,  wharf,  quay,  warehouse,  machinery, 
or  plant  to  which  any  provision  of  the  Factory  Acts, 
1895,  and  every  laundry  worked  by  steam,  water, 
or  other  mechanical  power. 

“‘Workmen’  includes  every  person  who  is 
engaged  in  an  employment  to  which  this  Act  applies, 
whether  by  way  of  manual  labour  or  otherwise,  and 
whether  his  agreement  is  one  of  service  or  apprentice- 
ship or  otherwise,  and  is  expressed  or  implied,  is  oral 
or  in  writing.  Any  reference  to  a workman  who  has 
been  injured  shall,  where  the  workman  is  dead,  include 
a reference  to  his  legal  personal  representative  or  to 
his  dependants,  or  other  person  to  whom  compensation 
is  payable. 

“That  the  expression  ‘workman,’  referred 
to  in  section  7,  Sub-section  2,  of  the  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Act,  1897,  be  extended  to  mean  and 
include  all  mortormen,  conductors,  inspectors, 
pointsmen,  electricians. 

“ Insert  any  other  persons  engaged  on  the  outside 
and  all  other  persons  whatsoever  who  may  be  engaged 
in  or  about  any  overhead  cable  conduit  or  other 
tramway  which  is  driven  either  by  horse,  steam, 
electricity,  or  other  motive  power,  or  upon  any  light 
railway,  and  shall  also  mean  and  include  all  other 
persons  who  may  be  engaged  in,  on,  or  about  any 
depot  or  other  place  where  such  electric  or  other  cars 
are  constructed,  repaired,  or  stored  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  any  tramway  undertaking.” — ( National 
Enginemen.) 


(3)  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“That  this  Congress  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  call  the 
special  attention  to  the  necessity  for  so  amending  the  Workmen’s  Compensa- 
tion Act  follows : — 

“ (1)  To  include  all  trades  and  occupations. 

“ (2)  Abolition  of  thirty  feet  limit  in  building  trades,  scaffolding  included. 

“ (3)  Compensation  to  be  based  on  wages  paid  per  hour  or  day  as  repre- 
senting full  week’s  earnings. 

“ (4)  Abolition  of  14  days’  qualifying  period. 

“ (5)  Prohibition  of  private  settlements  by  compulsory  registration  in 
court  of  all  agreements  between  employer  and  employed. 

“ (6)  Cost  of  all  medical  examinations  (except  in  cases  where  Government 
referee  acts  on  judge’s  order)  and  all  legal  costs  consequent  upon 
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employer’s  action  by  which  injured  workmen  or  their  relatives 
are  compelled  to  take  legal  action  in  bond  fide  cases,  to  be  borne 
by  the  employer.” — ( National  Dock  Labourers.) 


(4)  AMENDMENT  OF  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“In  view  of  the  dangerous  nature  of  horse  shoeing  and  the  frequency  of 
accidents  arising  therefrom,  we  appeal  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  this 
Congress  to  use  their  best  endeavours  to  obtain  the  inclusion  of  the  farrier  in 
the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act.” — {Farriers'  Federation.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ Add  ‘ and  in  view  of  their  liability  to  injury 
from  lift  accidents,  bursting  of  bottles,  etc.,  all 
employes  in  hotels,  restaurants,  public-houses,  and 
coffee  houses  should  be  included  in  the  scope  of  the 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Act.’  ” — {Amalgamated 
Waiters'  Society.) 


(5)  AMENDMENT  TO  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“ That  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  use  every  effort  to 
secure  the  passing  of  a Bill  amending  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  so  as 
to  provide  for  {a)  the  abolition  of  the  30ft.  limit  in  the  building  trade,  {b)  the 
payment  of  compensation  for  the  first  14  days  after  an  accident,  and  (c)  the 
inclusion  of  all  classes  of  workmen  within  the  scope  of  the  Act. 

“ Further,  that  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  extension  of  the  Act  to  all 
workers  temporarily  or  permanently  incapacitated  through  their  employment 
at  a ‘ Dangerous  Trade.’  ” — {National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Labour.) 


(6)  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“ That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  urge  upon 
the  Government  the  necessity  of  amending  the  above  Act,  on  the  lines  of  the 
resolution  unanimously  agreed  upon  at  the  Swansea  Congress.” — {General 
Union  Carpenters  and  Joiners.) 


(7)  AMENDMENT  TO  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Ac 
should  be  extended  to  all  workers  ashore  or  afloat.” — {Amalgamated  Watermen.) 
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(8)  AMENDMENT  TO  WORKMEN’S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

“ That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  urge  upon 
the  Government  the  necessity  of  so  amending  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  that  will  lead  to  the  abolition  of  the  14  days’  ipialifying  period.” — (Amal- 
gamated Plate  and  Machine  Moulders.) 


V.— SHOP  BILLS. 


(1)  THE  SHOPS  BILL. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  opinion  that  the  Shops  Bill,  drafted  by  the 
National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen,  and  Clerks, 
and  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons  by  Sir  Charles  Dilke,  Bart.,  which 
proposes  a reduction  of  the  hours  of  labour  for  Shop  Workers  and  a uniform 
hour  for  closing  shops  enforced  by  State,  is  a reasonable  and  practical  measure 
urgently  needed  for  the  protection  of  the  Shop  Workers  of  this  country ; 
further,  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  lend  all  assistance  possible 
to  the  promoters  of  the  Bill,  and  urges  all  Trade  Unions  here  represented  to 
request  their  local  members  of  Parliament  to  support  the  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Commons.” — (National  Amalgamated  Shop  Assistants.) 


(2)  INCLUSION  OF  SHOP  ASSISTANTS  IN  ALL  LABOUR  LAWS. 

“That  this  Congress  hereby  instructs  its  Parliamentary  Committee  to 
insert  in  all  its  legislative  proposals  applying  generally  to  labour  a clause  to 
include  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen,  and  Clerks.” — (National  Amalgamated 
Shop  Assistants.) 


VI.— COMPULSORY  WEIGHING. 

(1)  COMPULSORY  WEIGHING  OR  MEASURING. 

“ That  whereas  the  Mines’  Regulation  Act  gives  to  the  miner  the  right  to 
appoint  checkweighmen  in  order  to  be  assured  that  the  weight  of  mineral 
produce  is  paid  for  by  his  employer,  and,  further,  that  the  Particulars  Clause  of 
the  Factory  Act  is  intended  to  protect  in  a similar  way  the  earnings  of  the 
textile  workers,  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Trades  Union  Congress 
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are  hereby  instructed  to  prepare  a Bill,  and  to  urge  upon  the  Government  to 
either  aid  the  passing  of  such  Bill,  or  themselves  initiate  legislation  having  for 
its  object 

“1.  The  compulsory  weighing  or  measurement  of  all  material  produced  by 
workmen  whose  wages  are  paid  either  by  weight  or  measure. 

“2.  The  posting  daily  of  particulars  as  to  the  weight  or  measurement  of 
all  such  material  in  such  manner  and  place  easy  of  access  to  all 
those  interested. 

“ 3.  The  granting  of  facilities  to  a workman  elected  by  his  fellow  workmen, 
or  an  agent  of  the  workmen,  to  check  or  see  such  material  either 
weighed  or  measured. 

“4.  That  it  be  an  offence  with  pecuniary  penalty  for  any  employer  or  his 
agent  to  use  either  moulds,  vessels,  weights,  or  measures  which 
bear  a false  or  incorrect  stamped  capacity.” — ( British  Steel 
Smelters.) 


(2)  COMPULSORY  CHECKWEIGHMEN. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  opinion  that  in  order  to  secure  a fair  method  of 
remuneration  for  the  slate  quarrymen  of  North  Wales,  who  work  under  the 
bargain  system,  the  Government  should  be  called  upon  to  legislate  for  the 
appointment  of  recognised  checkmen  to  act  as  referees  in  cases  of  dispute  as  to 
the  quality  of  rock,  and  amount  of  poundage  between  the  setter  and  the 
workman.” — (North  Wales  Quarrymen’s  Union.) 


(3)  PARTICULARS  CLAUSE  AND  COMPULSORY  WEIGHING. 

“ That  this  Congress  views  with  disfavour  the  failure  of  the  Government 
to  deal  satisfactorily  with  the  question  of  extending  the  Particulars  Clause  to 
all  industries  where  work  is  done  by  the  piece. 

“ Also  their  neglect  to  pass  an  Act  enforcing  compulsory  check- weighing 
or  measuring  in  all  metalliferous  mines,  quarries,  public  works,  cement  and 
lime  factories,  and  all  other  non-textile  factories  where  such  could  with 
advantage  be  applied, 

“ And  further,  the  Parliamentary  Committee  are  hereby  instructed  tO' 
prepare  and  urge  the  Government  to  pass  a Bill  with  the  object  of  securing 
these  urgently  needed  reforms.” — ( Navvies  and  Builders'  Labourers.) 
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VII.— INSPECTION. 

(1)  DOCKS’  INSPECTION. 

“ That  this  Congress  urgently  requests  the  Government  to  appoint  more 
efficient  inspectors  to  docks  and  waterside  work,  in  accordance  with  the  Act, 
owing  to  the  many  avoidable  accidents  daily  occurring  in  waterside 
industries.” — (Dock,  Wharf,  Riverside , etc.,  Union.) 


(2)  APPOINTMENT  OF  INSPECTORS  IN  BUILDING  TRADES. 

“ That  this  Congress  considers  it  is  imperative,  in  the  interests  of  the 
building  trade  workers,  that  inspectors  should  be  appointed  for  the  proper 
inspection  of  plant  and  machinery  on  buildings  in  the  course  of  erection  or 
demolition,  and  regrets  that  the  Government  through  the  Home  Office  has  not 
seen  its  way  either  to  adopt  this  necessary  safeguard  or  to  permit  of  such 
regulations  as  will  give  the  present  Factory  Inspectors  more  power  and 
authority  for  such  inspections.” — (United  Builders ’ Labourers.) 


VIII. — POSTAL  QUESTIONS. 

(1)  SANITATION  AND  POST  OFFICE  PREMISES. 

“ That  steps  be  taken  by  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Trades 
Union  Congress  to  bring  Post  Office  premises  under  the  inspection  of  local 
sanitary  authorities.” — (United  Kingdom  Postal  Clerks.) 


(2)  WAGES  IN  THE  POSTAL  SERVICE. 

“That  this  Congress  renews  its  protest  against  the  inadequacy  of  pay 
and  absence  of  promotion  in  the  Postal  Telegraph  Service,  and  views  with 
alarm  the  meagre  wages  given  to  postal  telephonists.  It  further  calls  for  the 
immediate  concession  of  an  improved  wage  scale  or  the  appointment  of  an 
independent  Committee  of  Inquiry  of  members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  to 
be  composed  in  such  a manner  as  to  ensure  the  confidence  of  the  employes.” — 
(Postal  Telegraph  Clerks.) 


- 
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(3)  REPRESENTATION  IN  THE  POSTAL  SERVICE. 

“ That  this  Congress  calls  upon  the  Postmaster-General  to  yield  the  right 
to  postal  and  telegraph  organisations  to  represent  the  grievances  of  all  their 
members,  and  deprecates  the  action  of  the  Postmaster-General  in  declining  to 
hear  representations  from  those  who,  though  the  spokesmen  of  their  fellows, 
may  not  be  personally  concerned  in  the  matter  in  dispute.  The  Congress 
further  protests  against  members  of  the  various  postal  and  telegraph  organi- 
sations being  limited  to  ten  days’  leave  in  each  year  (substitutes  being  provided) 
for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  the  business  of  their  Association.” — (Postal 
Telegraph  Clerks.) 


(4)  CIVIL  RIGHTS  OF  POSTAL  EMPLOYEES. 

“ That  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  circularise  all 
Parliamentary  candidates  with  the  object  of  securing  pledges  that,  in  the  event 
of  their  return,  they  will  support  the  Bill  promoted  by  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  to  secure  the  full  and  unrestricted  civil  rights  of  Civil  Servants.” — 
(Fawcett  Association.) 


IX.— HOURS  OF  LABOUR. 

GENERAL  EIGHT  HOURS. 

“ This  Congress  declares  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  hours  of 
abour  should  be  limited  to  eight  per  day  in  all  trades  and  occupations  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  this  be  made  a test  question  at  Parliamentary  and  all 
local  elections,  and  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  introduce  a 
Bill  into  the  House  of  Commons  with  a view  of  getting  the  eight-hour  day  to 
become  the  law  of  the  country.” — (General  Union  of  Gas  Workers.) 


(2)  MINES’  EIGHT  HOURS  BILL. 

“That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  render  all. 
assistance  possible  to  the  Federation  of  Great  Britain  in  their  endeavours  to 
obtain  by  legal  enactment  an  eight  hours’  working  day  from  bank  to  bank.” — 
Miners'  Federation  of  Great  Britain.) 
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X.— OLD  AGE  PENSIONS. 

(1)  OLD  AGE  PENSIONS. 

“ This  Congress  endorses  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Joint  Conference  of 
Trade  Unionists  and  Co-operators  on  Old  Age  Pensions,  and  strongly  urges  upon 
the  Government  the  urgent  necessity  of  establishing  a national  system  of  Old  Age 
Pensions  which  shall  be  universal  in  its  application  to  all  citizens,  men  and 
women,  on  attaining  the  age  of  60  years,  the  pension  to  be  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
5s.  per  week,  and  that  the  entire  cost  of  such  scheme  be  contributed  by  the 
State  and  met  entirely  by  means  of  Imperial  taxation.” — ( Barge  Builders.) 


(2)  “ That  this  Congress  endorses  the  scheme  of  Old  Age  Pensions  agreed 
upon  at  the  special  Congress  held  on  January  14th  and  15th  of  this  year,  and 
trusts  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  will  take  every  opportunity  of  pressing 
its  acceptance  upon  Parliament.” — [National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Labour.) 


XI.— AMENDMENTS  TO  STANDING  ORDERS. 

(1)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  3,  SECTION  2. 

“ Seeing  that  Congress  has  excluded  Trades  Councils  from  representation 
an  account  of  dual  representation,  Congress  hereby  further  resolves  that  a 
Trade  Union  which  is  not  established  by,  and  confines  its  operations  to,  a 
distinct  trade  or  industry  shall  not  be  represented  at  Congress.  That  the 
Standing  Orders  be  varied  accordingly.” — (. Municipal  Employes’  Association.) 


(2)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  4. 

“ Delete  ‘ £1  * on  line  5,  and  insert  ‘ £1  10s.’  ” — [National  Gas  Workers.) 


(3)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  5. 

“ To  delete  the  words  * shall  be  president  of  the  Congress  and  the  vice- 
chairman.’  Insert : ‘ Shall  occupy  the  chair  at  the  opening  for  the  purpose  of 
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electing  the  officers  of  the  Congress.  The  president  of  the  Congress  shall  be 
elected  from  among  the  delegates  attending  Congress,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  for  the  past  year  shall  be/  etc.” — (Navvies  and 
Builders'  Labourers.) 


(4)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  8. 

“ That  Standing  Order  No.  8 be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : ‘ That  the 
method  of  voting  be  by  ballot  or  show  of  hands,  on  the  principle  of  one  delegate 
one  vote.’  ” — ( General  Union  Carpenters  and  Joiners.) 


(5)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDERS  Nos.  9 and  10. 

“ That  Standing  Orders  Nos.  9 and  10  be  so  amended  as  to  admit  of 
members  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  being  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
delegates  of  their  respective  industries  instead  of  by  the  whole  Congress.” — 

(General  Union  Carpenters  and  Joiners.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ Each  industry  shall  be  represented  thereon  in 
rotation,  the  order  of  precedence  to  be  determined  by 
a ballot  vote  of  the  delegates  to  the  Congress.” 
— (Northern  Enginemen.) 


(6)  ELECTION  OF  PARLIAMENTARY  COMMITTEE. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  system  of  electing  the 
Parliamentary  Committee,  with  its  objectionable  methods  of  bartering  for  votes, 
is  conducive  to  the  Committee  consisting  of  representatives  of  the  larger 
societies  to  the  disadvantage  and  exclusion  of  the  smaller  societies  desirous  of 
taking  part  in  the  responsibilities  and  administrative  work  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee,  and  is  of  opinion  that  to  abolish  continuous  representation  and  to 
remedy  the  present  system  a portion  of  the  Committee  should  retire  every 
three  years,  and  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  for  at  least  two  years.” — (United 
Builders'  Labourers.) 


(7)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  10. 

“Delete  ‘thirteen/  on  line  2,  and  insert  ‘sixteen.’” — (Gas  Workers' 
Union.) 
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(8)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  12. 

“ That  Standing  Order  No.  12,  paragraph  3,  of  the  Trades  Union  Congress 
be  amended  as  follows  : Delete  all  words  after  ‘ society,’  and  substitute  ‘ and 
such  amendments  to  the  propositions  shall  be  printed  and  sent,  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Congress,  to  the  official  correspondents 
of  the  Trade  Unions  who  have  sent  delegates’  fees  in  accordance  with 
Standing  Order  No.  3.’  ” — (Northern  Counties'  Weavers.) 


(9)  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  14. 

“ The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  Congress  at  a salary  of  £400  per 
annum,  and  be  ex  officio  a member  of  the  Congress  and  Parliamentary 
Committee.  He  shall  devote  his  time  exclusively  to  the  duties  of  the  office. 
Should  a vacancy  occur  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Congress  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  an  interim  appoint- 
ment.”— (British  Steel  Smelters.) 


(10)  SECRETARY’S  SALARY. 

“ To  amend  the  Standing  Orders  bearing  on  the  subject  of  official  salaries 
and  other  payments  in  such  a manner  as  to  admit  of  the  payment  of  a salary 
of  £250  per  annum  free  of  income  tax  and  net  to  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary,  and  to  provide  over  and  above  this  allowance  for  reasonable 
remuneration  on  a Trade  Union  basis  for  his  clerical  assistant  or  assistants.” — 
(Postal  Telegraph  Clerks.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  the  next 
Annual  Trade  Union  Congress  to  be  held  in  London 
at  a salary  of  £400  per  annum,  and  be  ex-officio  a 
member  of  the  Congress  and  Parliamentary  Committee. 
He  shall  devote  his  time  exclusively  to  the  duties  of 
the  office,  and  shall  retain  the  position  of  Secretary  so 
long  as  he  gives  satisfaction  to  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  and  the  Annual  Congress.  Societies  having 
serious  causes  of  complaint  to  allege  against  the 
Secretary  shall  send  the  same  in  writing  to  4 the 
Parliamentary  Committee  twelve  weeks  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  Congress.  If  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  think  the  cause  of  complaint  is  sufficiently 
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serious,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  trades 
connected  with  Congress,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  at 
the  following  Congress.  Should  a vacancy  occur 
between  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Congress,  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make 
an  interim  appointment.” — ( Card  and  Blowing  I$oom 
Operatives.) 


(11)  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  STANDING  ORDER  No.  20. 

“ Strike  out  all  the  words  after  ‘costs’  in  line  10  to  end  of  first  paragraph. 
At  end  of  paragraph  2 delete  the  words  from  * expelled  ’ and  add  ‘ reported  to 
Congress.’  At  the  end  of  last  paragraph  delete  the  words  after  ‘ shall  be  ’ and 
insert  ‘ reported  to  Congress.’  ” — ( National  Bras swor Jeers.) 


XII.— PICKETING,  Etc. 

(1)  PICKETING  DURING  LABOUR  DISPUTES. 

“ This  Congress  urges  upon  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  use  every 
means  in  their  power  to  secure  such  amendment  of  the  Trade  Union  Acts  as  shall 
make  it  lawful  during  the  continuance  of  a trade  dispute  for  any  person  or  persons, 
on  behalf  of  a Trade  Union  to  attend  at  or  near  a house  or  place  where  another 
person  resides  or  works,  or  carries  on  business,  or  happens  to  be,  or  the 
approach  to  such  house  or  place,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  or  communicating 
information,  or  peacefully  persuading  any  person  to  abstain  from  working,  and 
any  attendance,  communication,  or  persuasion  as  aforesaid,  without  using  or 
threatening  violence,  shall  not  be  deemed  a watching  and  besetting  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  7 of  the  Conspiracy  and  Protection  of  Property  Act,  1875.” — 
(Amalgamated  Carpenters  and  Joiners.) 


(2)  THE  LORDS’  DECISION  AND  TRADE  UNION  FUNDS. 

“ That  we  request  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  approach  members  of 
Parliament  with  a view  to  the  introduction  of  a Bill  to  define  the  liability  of 
Trade  Unions  which  shall  provide  that:  ‘ No  action  shall  lie  against  a Trade 
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Union  for  the  recovery  of  damage  sustained  by  any  person  whatsoever  by 
reason  of  the  action  of  a member  or  members  of  a union  or  persons  acting  on 
bis  or  their  behalf,  unless  it  be  proved  that  such  member  or  members  or 
persons  acted  with  the  directly  expressed  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Trade 
Union  rules.’  ” — (Amalgamated  Gay  enters  and  Joiners.) 


XIII.— HOUSING  QUESTION. 

(1)  HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

“ That  the  Congress,  recognising  the  importance  of  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  Dr.  Macnamara’s  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  and  Rating  Bill 
(framed  by  the  Workmen’s  National  Housing  Council),  and  the  absolute 
necessity  that  some  such  proposal  should  be  adopted  in  order  to  abolish  slums 
and  overcrowding,  and  to  lessen,  in  many  cases,  the  rent-burden  on  the 
workers,  hereby  (1)  expresses  its  emphatic  approval  of  the  principles  of  the 
measure,  and  (2)  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  summon  a National 
Conference  early  next  year  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  bis  Majesty’s  Govern- 
ment to  take  action  on  those  lines.” — ( London  Society  of  Compositors.) 

AMENDMENT  No.  1. 

“And  to  provide,  in  their  promised  bousing 
legislation  for  next  session,  for  a uniform  system  of 
cheap  railway  fares  over  areas  surrounding  large 
centres  of  population.”  — (Thames  Watermen  and 
Lightermen.) 

AMENDMENT  No.  2. 

“ And  that  this  Congress  having  in  view  the  great 
hardship  to  which  a large  number  of  persons  of  very 
limited  means  are  now  subjected  through  being  obliged 
to  find  housing  accommodation  at  a distance  from 
their  employment,  and  whose  hours  of  work  do  not 
permit  of  their  using  a workmen’s  train,  proposes 
that  all  railway  companies  should  be  requested  to 
issue  third-class  season  tickets  at  a similar  reduction 
on  the  third-class  fare  at  which  they  now  issue  first  and 
second-class  season  tickets.” — (Fawcett  Association.) 

AMENDMENT  No.  3. 

“ To  amend  the  resolution  by  adding : ‘ That  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  support  the 
Bill  prepared  by  the  National  Association  for  the 
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Extension  of  Workmen’s  Trains  to  amend  the  Cheap 
Trains  Act,  1883,  which  was  introduced  in  the  House 
of  Commons  by  Captain  Cecil  Norton,  M.P.,  and 
which  Bill  proposes  to  make  it  compulsory  upon 
all  railway  companies  to  provide  a sufficient  service  of 
workmen’s  trains  on  all  railways,  so  as  to  enable  all 
classes  of  workers  to  travel  quickly  and  cheaply 
between  their  homes  and  their  places  of  employ- 
ment.’ ” — (House  Decorators.) 


“ (2)  In  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  the  system  of  outworking  and  sweating 
allowed  by  the  Factory  Acts  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  and  intention  of  such 
legislation,  inasmuch  as  they  legalise  an  admittedly  and  inherently  dangerous 
social  evil ; further,  the  extension  of  this  system  in  densely  populated  districts 
makes  all  sanitary  law  and  measures  practically  inoperative,  and  adds  enor- 
mously to  the  difficulties  of  the  proper  housing  of  the  working  classes.” — 
{ Amalgamated  Tailors.) 

AMENDMENT. 

, “ Therefore,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  no 
work  shall  be  done  at  home,  unless  the  place  has 
been  certified  by  the  factory  inspector  or  sanitary 
authority  to  be  in  a fit  and  proper  condition  to  be 
used  as  a workshop.” — (Boot  and  Shoe  Operatives.) 


“ (3)  That  this  Congress  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  take  steps 
with  a view  to  the  amalgamation  and  concentration  of  the  Labour  forces  on 
the  Housing  Question,  so  that  in  any  district  where  a house  famine  exists  the 
local  authority  shall  be  forced  to  take  action,  and  provide  proper  accommoda- 
tion at  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  only.” — ( National  Amalgamated 
Tin-Plate  Workers.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ That  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed 
to  obtain  from  Parliament  a clearer  definition  or 
amendment  to  the  Fair  Wages  Clause  resolution 
respecting  prices  as  well  as  wages , and  what  is  a 
district  for  the  purposes  of  the  clause,  as  through 
these  defects  it  is  made  of  non-effect .” — (Hosiery 
Federation.) 
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XIV.— /MISCELLANEOUS  QUESTIONS. 

(1)  WOMEN’S  FRANCHISE. 

“ That  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  in  the  economic  interests  of  women 
the  franchise  should  be  extended  to  them  on  the  same  terms  as  it  is  or  may  be 
to  men.” — ( General  Union  Weavers,  etc.) 


(2)  NATURALISING  CITIZENS. 

“ This  Congress  urges  upon  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  approach 
the  Home  Secretary  with  a view  of  reducing  the  naturalisation  fee  so  that 
it  may  be  within  the  reach  of  every  workman  who  has  been  a member  of  a 
Trade  Union  for  a period  of  five  years,  and,  with  the  approval  of  such  a 
Trade  Union,  may  apply  for  naturalisation. 

“ Also  that  the  method  of  entering  application  for  naturalisation  shall  be 
simplified  so  that  the  applicant  shall  not  have  to  employ  solicitors  and  agents, 
thereby  saving  unnecessary  costs.” — ( Manchester  Jewish  Tailors.) 


(3)  MAGISTERIAL  QUALIFICATION. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  the  Qualification  Clause  for  the 
county  magisterial  bench  (38  and  39  Viet.,  c.  54)  should  be  amended  and  made 
identical  with  the  qualification  for  the  borough  bench,  and  with  this  object  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  (<x)  make  representa- 
tions to  the  Lord  Chancellor  on  the  subject,  and  ( b ) to  draft  and  introduce  into 
Parliament  a Bill,  and  (c)  to  urge  upon  all  trades  here  represented  that  the 
matter  be  brought  before  the  Parliamentary  representatives  within  their 
respective  areas,  so  that  the  necessary  initiative  and  supplementary  help  may 
be  obtained  to  have  the  anomaly  removed.” — [Amalgamated  Journeymen  Felt 
Hatters.) 


(4)  PAYMENT  OF  MEMBERS. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  an  opinion  that,  in  order  to  allow  of  all  sections 
of  the  community  being  adequately  represented  in  the  British  House  of 
Commons,  the  members  of  Parliament  should  be  entitled  to  payment  from 
the  Government  Exchequer,  and  is  further  of  the  opinion  that  the  Returning 
Officers’  fees  should  also  be  undertaken  at  the  national  expense.” — [Boiler- 
makers' and  Iron  and  Steel  Shipbuilders'  Society.) 
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(5)  WAR  RESOLUTION. 

“ That  this  Congress  of  British  Trade  Unionists  places  on  record  its 
unqualified  disapproval  of  the  war  against  the  Orange  Free  State  and  the 
Transvaal  Republic,  believing  that  the  question  of  extending  the  franchise  and 
the  protection  of  industry  was  not  the  real  cause  of  the  dispute,  but  the  mere 
shield  to  cover  an  unscrupulous  conspiracy  to  grab  territory,  and  replace  well- 
paid  white  labour  with  unpaid,  partially  enslaved  blacks  and  Asiatics. 

“Further,  this  Congress  reaffirms  its  continued  hostility  to  all  wars  of 
foreign  aggression,  which  only  tend  to  enrich  the  sinister  figure  of  cosmopolitan 
finance,  whose  main  object  is  to  hold  the  workers  of  all  countries  in  universal, 
social,  and  economic  servitude.” — ( Navvies  and  General  Labourers.) 


(6)  WORKING  AGE  OF  CHILDREN. 

• 

“ Thac  this  Congress  reaffirms  its  conviction  that  the  raising  of  the  age 
standard  is  one  of  the  necessary  reforms  in  the  interests  not  only  of  those 
whom  it  directly  affects,  but  of  the  whole  community,  and  instructs  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  to  introduce  a Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  to 
prevent  any  children  being  employed  in  any  textile  or  non -textile  factories 
under  the  age  of  15  years.” — (National  Gas  Workers'  Union.) 


(7)  CAPITALISTIC  COMBINES. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  the  growth  of  gigantic  capitalistic 
trusts,  with  their  enormous  power  of  controlling  production,  is  injurious  to  the 
advancement  of  the  working  classes,  as  by  such  combination  the  price  of 
commodities  are  raised,  the  standard  of  comfort  of  the  people  can  be  reduced, 
the  workmen’s  freedom  endangered,  and  national  prosperity  menaced.” — (Cigar 
Makers'  Mutual  Association.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ This  Congress  hereby  declares  that  the  only  per- 
manent solution  of  the  above-mentioned  difficulty 
lies  in  the  national  ownership  and  control  of  these 
monopolies . ” — ( Gasworkers ' Union.) 


(8)  NEGLIGENCE  BY  RAILWAY  COMPANIES. 

“ That  we  call  the  attention  of  the  T.U.  Congress  to  the  delay  that  is  being 
permitted  to  take  place  in  the  enforcing  of  the  rules  drawn  up  for  the  adminis- 
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tration  of  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  Act,  1900,  and  ask  for  their  assistance  in 
arousing  public  opinion  with  regard  to  the  objections  laid  by  the  railway 
companies  which,  in  our  opinion,  are  brought  forward  at  this  period  for  the 
express  purpose  of  delaying  the  enforcement  of  the  rules.” — (Amalgamated 
Bailway  Servants.) 


(9)  MINES’  REGULATION  AMENDMENT  BILLS. 

“ That  the  Parliamentary  Committee  give  all  assistance  possible  to  the 
Miners’  Federation  of  Great  Britain  in  pressing  their  Mines’  Regulation 
Amendment  Bills  before  the  House  of  Commons.” — ( Miners'  Federation  of 
Great  Britain.) 


AMENDMENT  No.  1. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Congress,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  secure  by  the  Mines  Act  Amend- 
ment Bill — 

“1.  Eight  hours  working  day,  by  legal  enactment, 
for  all  colliery  winders. 

“2.  To  enforce  catches  to  be  put  under  the  cage 
while  men  are  getting  in  or  out,  and  that  there  be  a 
banksman  in  attendance  at  all  times  when  men  are 
ascending  or  descending. 

“ 3.  Indicate-knockers  or  signalling  apparatus. 

“ 4.  Partition  walls  to  be  built  between  two  sets 
of  winding  engines. 

“5.  That  colliery  owners  be  prohibited  from 
allowing  winders  to  do  any  work  outside  their  engine 
house  while  men  are  down  in  the  mine. 

“ 6.  An  adequate  steam  and  foot  brake  to  be 
attached  to  every  winding  engine  where  men  are 
wound  up  or  lowered  down  a shaft ; also  a speaking 
tube  to  be  erected  at  all  collieries  for  the  purpose  of 
communication  between  banksman  and  hooker-on. 

“7.  That  it  be  compulsory  on  all  managers  where 
men  are  wound  up  or  lowered  down  a mine  to  affix 
safety  detaching  hooks  with  not  less  than  6ft.  between 
the  hook  and  the  place  of  detachment  when  the  cage 
is  on  the  rests  at  the  pit  heads. 

“8.  That  better  and  more  efficient  sanitary 
arrangements  for  colliery  engine  houses  be  provided. 

“9.  That  periodical  inspection  of  colliery  winding 
engines  and  machinery  generally  be  made  by  an  in- 
spector to  be  appointed  by  His  Majesty’s  Government.

“ 10.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  to  support  the  Miners’  Federation  of  Great 
Britain  in  dealing  with  their  Coal  Mines  Regulation 
Amendment  Bills  which  have  been  before  Parliament 
this  session.” — ( National  Fnginemen,  etc.) 

AMENDMENT  No.  2. 

“ That  periodical  inspection  of  colliery  winding 
engines  and  machinery  generally  be  made  by  an 
inspector  of  His  Majesty’s  Government ; and  that  each 
and  every  engine  house,  either  above  or  below  ground, 
where  steam  pipes  are  carried  under  the  floor,  or 
through  such  house,  shall  be  provided  with  two 
ways  of  ingress  and  egress.” — ( National  Federation  of 
< Fnginemen.) 


(10)  FOREIGN  SHIPOWNERS  AND  BRITISH  WORKMEN. 

“ That,  as  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  Employers’  Liability  Act, 
and  Common  Law  are  practically  inoperative  so  far  as  applies  to  British 
workmen  recovering  compensation  for  personal  injuries  from  foreign  ship- 
owners, and  as  the  situation  is  greatly  aggravated  by  the  continual  transfer  of 
British  ships  under  foreign  flags,  this  Congress  calls  upon  His  Majesty’s 
Government  to  so  amend  the  law  as  to  render  foreign  shipowners  or  their 
agents  in  any  British  port  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  that  may  be 
legally  awarded  to  any  workmen  or  other  person,  or  in  the  event  of  death 
their  dependents,  for  personal  injuries  incurred  as  a result  of  negligence  on  the 
part  of  such  foreign  shipowner,  his  servants,  or  agents  ; and  instructs  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  to  bring  this  before  His  Majesty’s  Government 
at  the  earliest  opportunity.” — ( Amalgamated  Stevedores.) 


(11)  RECOGNITION  OF  TRADE  UNION  CARDS. 

“ That,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  workmen  at  times  having  to  change  their 
occupations,  we  are  of  an  opinion  that  it  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  Trade 
Unionism  generally  if  a recognition  of  the  union  card  held  by  such  workmen 
became  general  among  Trade  Unions  who  cater  for  those  workmen  usually 
classed  as  lesser  skilled,  whenever  practicable,  providing  that  such  workmen 
are  within  benefits  to  the  union  to  which  they  belong,  and  desire  to  still 
remain  therein.  And  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  this  Congress 
arrange  a Conference  between  the  representatives  of  unions  as  above  described 
with  a view  to  such  a working  agreement  being  arrived  at.” — (London  Carmen's 
Trade  Union.) 


c . 
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(12)  GOVERNMENT  CONTRACTS. 

“ That  this  Congress  calls  upon  the  Government  to  enforce  all  penalties 
that  may  be  incurred  by  Contractors  who  fail  to  comply  with  the  Factory  clause 
as  inserted  in  Government  Contracts  re  the  sub-letting  and  giving  out  of  work 
to  be  done  off  the  premises. 

“Also  to  insist  that  every  Government  Contractor  shall  cause  to  be  placed 
and  kept  in  an  open  and  prominent  part  of  each  workroom,  a clear  list  of  prices 
paid  for  each  article  made  for  the  Government  as  agreed  upon  as  being  the 
recognised  price  for  the  district. 

“ Further,  the  Parliamentary  Committee  are  instructed  to  use  their  best 
endeavours  to  obtain  from  the  heads  of  the  various  Government  Departments 
facilities  by  which  Trade  Union  officials  can  learn  to  whom  Contracts  may  be 
given  to  in  the  trades  they  represent.” — ( London  Saddle  and  Harness  Makers.) 


XV.— EDUCATION. 

(1)  EDUCATION  BILL. 

“ That  this  Congress  condemns  the  present  Government’s  Education  Bill 
now  before  the  country,  because  it  does  away  with  the  principle  of  direct 
representation,  will  increase  sectarian  jealousy,  and  prevent  women  educa- 
tionalists from  being  elected  upon  the  Education  Committee. 

“ Therefore,  this  Congress  calls  upon  the  organised  workers  to  use  every 
effort  to  secure  the  rejection  of  the  Bill,  and  it  demands  the  inauguration  of 
such  a system  of  national  education  as  will  afford  the  children  of  British 
parents  opportunities  at  least  equal  to  those  enjoyed  by  the  children  of  other 
nations,  the  cost  of  such  system  to  be  a charge  upon  the  National  Exchequer. 
This  Congress,  therefore,  recommends  : 

“ (a)  That,  in  order  to  secure  the  effective  improvement  and  full 
extension  of  education  in  England  and  Wales,  and  especially  with  the  view 
of  securing  economical  administration  and  the  provision  of  the  various 
types  of  schools  required  by  the  special  circumstances  of  different  localities, 
as  well  as  the  prevention  of  unnecessary  overlapping,  it  is  essential  that 
all  grades  of  education  should,  in  districts  of  suitable  size,  be  under  one 
local  authority,  directly  elected,  and  elected  solely  for  educational  purposes. 

“ ( b ) That  no  child  be  permitted  to  leave  school  under  the  age  of  15 
years,  and  that  no  maximum  age  limit  be  fixed  ; and,  further,  that  no  fees 
be  charged  in  any  of  the  elementary,  evening  continuation,  higher  grade, 
or  technical  schools,  and  that  all  grants  to  any  of  these  schools  recently 
withdrawn  or  reduced  be  re-established. 

“ (c)  That,  in  order  to  provide  opportunities  for  the  children  of  the 
working  classes,  free  scholarships  shall  be  available  to  those  parents  who 
are  anxious  to  continue  the  education  of  their  children,  the  governing 
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principle  of  these  scholarships  being  that  of  intelligence  and  attainments 
of  the  child. 

“(d)  That  there  be  adequate  provision  of  training  colleges  for  teachers, 
such  colleges  to  be  free  from  sectarian  bias  or  control. 

“ ( e ) That  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  prepare  and, 
in  conjunction  with  other  co-operative  societies  and  other  friends  of  a 
democratic  system  of  education,  introduce  at  the  earliest  opportunity 
■a  Bill  embodying  these  recommendations.” — ( Gas  Workers’  Union.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ That  this  Congress  views  with  the  strongest  dis- 
approval and  alarm  the  proposal  contained  in  the 
Education  Bill  now  before  Parliament  to  repeal  the 
Technical  Instruction  Acts,  as  those  Acts  stand  alone 
in  giving  statutory  recognition  to  the  need  for  ‘ manual 
instruction  ’ and  instruction  ‘ in  the  application  of 
special  branches  of  science  and  art  to  specific  indus- 
tries and  employments,’  and  providing  funds  for  such 
instruction.  The  Congress,  remembering  that  under 
the  provisions  and  operation  of  the  Technical  Instruc- 
tion Acts  large  sums  of  money  have  been  expended, 
and  much  effort  has  been  devoted  by  the  industrial 
classes  of  the  community  to  establishing  the  system 
of  technical  instruction,  which  the  proposed  repeal  of 
the  Technical  Instruction  Acts  would  destroy,  pledges 
itself  to  strenuously  oppose  this  proposal  in  the 
Education  Bill,  and  declares  its  emphatic  opinion 
that  any  legislative  scheme  dealing  with  the  subject 
of  national  education  should  clearly  distinguish 
between  scholastic  education  (either  elementary  or 
secondary)  and  instruction  in  manual  and  technical 
subjects  as  defined  by  the  Technical  Instruction  Acts, 
and  should  expressly  provide  for  all  moneys  provided 
for  or  applicable  to  such  instruction  being  applied  or 
allocated  specifically  thereto.” — ( London  Society  of 
Compositors.) 


(2)  EVENING  CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS. 

“ It  is  the  emphatic  opinion  of  this  Congress,  in  order  to  better  equip  the 
youths  of  the  masses  for  successfully  competing  with  the  more  technically 
trained  youths  of  some  of  the  Continental  countries,  that  all  obstacles  should 
be  removed  to  the  continuance  of  free  Evening  Schools,  that  every  facility 
should  be  given  the  scholars  for  studying  the  subjects  they  desire  to  be 
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instructed  in,  and  that  every  encouragement  should  be  given  them  to  take 
advantage  of  these  Evening  Schools  for  improving  their  education.” — ( Cardiff , 
etc.,  Coal  Trimmers.) 


(3)  POPULAR  EDUCATION. 

“ That  the  T.U.  Congress  be  asked  to  consider  the  advisability  of  the 
establishment  of  one  popularly-elected  body  for  the  control  of  all  forms  of 
education,  and  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  oppose  any 
Bill  which  does  not  provide  for  the  election  of  such  a body  by  the  popular 
vote.” — ( Amalgamated  Bailway  Servants.) 


XVI.— PUBLIC  VEHICLES,  Etc. 

(1)  PBIVILEGE  CAB  SYSTEM. 

“ That  this  Congress  regrets  that  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment in  respect  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Departmental  Committee’s 
.Report  of  1895,  which  refers  to  the  abolition  of  the  Railway  Privilege  Cab 
system,  and  directs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  urge  upon  the  Home 
Secretary  the  necessity  of  legislation  upon  this  most  important  matter,  owing  to 
its  detrimental  effect  upon  the  London  cab  industry.” — (London  Cab  Drivers.) 


(2)  STREET  STANDS  FOR  CARMEN. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  an  opinion  that,  owing  to  the  nature  of  carmen’s 
work  and  the  long  hours  they  are  compelled  to  be  away  from  their  homes,  and 
having,  in  many  cases,  no  means  of  getting  proper  meals  than  by  stopping  at 
coffee  houses  or  such  other  establishments,  the  Home  Secretary  ought  to 
provide  a sufficient  number  of  stands  in  the  streets  where  vans  and  carts  can 
be  placed,  and  allow  at  least  45  minutes  at  a stopping  place  in  order  that 
the  carmen  may  be  able  to  get  a proper*meal,  and  that  the  stands  be  under  the 
care  and  control  of  the  police.” — (London  Carmen's  Trade  Union.)] 
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(3)  CARE  OF  HORSES  AND  VEHICLES. 

“ That  this  Congress  declare  that  the  practice  of  one  person  being  placed 
in  charge  of,  and  driving  through  the  streets  of  our  towns,  two  horses  and  two 
separate  vehicles,  is  a dangerous  and  cruel  mode  of  road  traffic,  and  ought  not 
to  prevail.  We,  therefore,  hereby  instruct  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to 
introduce  a Bill  into  Parliament,  having  for  its  object  the  abolition  and 
prevention  of  the  system  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.” — ( United  Carters' 
Association  of  England.) 


(4)  PRACTICAL  COACHMAKERS. 

“ That  we  ask  the  support  of  the  Congress  in  asking  Corporations  to  employ 
practical  coachmakers  in  the  construction,  repairing,  and  painting  of  their 
electric  cars  to  the  benefit  of  the  public  safety  and  economy.” — ( United  Kingdom 
Coachmakers.) 


(5)  COACH  INSPECTORS. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  it  is  desirable  that  practical  coach- 
makers shouid  be  appointed  hackney  and  public  carriage  inspectors  instead  of 
such  positions  being  held  by  inspectors  of  police  as  at  present,  and  also,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Congress,  that  the  Board  of  Trade  should  insist  on  all  railway 
companies  having  practical  coachmakers  as  examining  inspectors  of  ail  coach 
stock  in  traffic.” — (Umted  Kingdom  Coachmakers.) 


XVII.— WAGE  QUESTIONS. 

(1)  ADMIRALTY  AND  FAIR  WAGES. 

“ That  the  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  approach  the 
Admiralty  with  a view  of  getting  them  to  agree  to  pay  to  the  various  trades 
and  grades  employed  in  the  building  of  Government  vessels  in  His  Majesty’s 
dockyards  not  less  than  the  rate  of  wages  as  is  mutually  agreed  upon 
between  employers  and  employes  doing  similar  work  in  the  several  shipbuilding 
centres  in  the  country ; failing  to  obtain  their  consent,  to  then  endeavour  to 
get  this  question  raised  when  the  Admiralty  vote  is  discussed  in  the  House  of 
Commons.” — ( Boiler  Makers  and  Iron  and  Steel  Shipbuilders.) 


. 
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“ (2)  The  Parliamentary  Committee  be  instructed  to  again  approach  the 
responsible  Ministers  of  State  with  a view  to  securing  for  joiners  and  others 
employed  in  His  Majesty’s  dockyards  a wage  that  shall  be  equivalent  to 
that  paid  by  employers  who  contract  for  and  execute  similar  work  for  His 
Majesty’s  Government  in  their  respective  districts. 

“ And  further  to  represent  that  the  limited  number  of  trades  that  received 
advances  (and  reported  by  the  Parliamentary  Committee  last  year)  still  leaves 
untouched  a number  of  others,  amongst  which  are  the  joiners,  whose  average 
weekly  wages  in  His  Majesty’s  dockyards  are  8s.  per  week  less  than  private 
-contractors  pay  for  similar  service  and  the  same  class  of  work.” — ( Amalgamated 
■Carpenters  and  Joiners .) 


(3)  MINIMUM  WAGE  FOR  GOVERNMENT  LABOURERS. 

“ That  this  Congress  request  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  endeavour 
to  raise  a discussion  in  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  early  part  of  the  forth- 
coming session,  1903,  on  the  question  of  labourers’  wages  in  all  Government 
factories  and  dockyards,  such  discussion  having  for  its  object  the  raising  of 
wages  for  labourers  to  a minimum  of  30s.  per  week,  and  the  payment  of 
Trade  Union  rates  of  wages  to  all  trades  in  such  factories  and  dockyards.” — 
(Labour  Protection  League.) 


<4)  WAGE  STOPPAGES. 

“ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  the  law  relating  to  stoppages  from 
wages  will  not  be  satisfactory  or  effective  until  it  is  made  illegal  for  an 
•employer  to  make  stoppages  from  wages  due  to  an  employ^  for  any  purpose  or 
on  any  ground  whatever.” — [Amalgamated  Tool  Makers , Engineers , etc.) 


(5)  MINIMUM  WAGE. 

“ Recognising  that  a sweating  wage  means  sweated  work,  and  an  enfeebled 
industrial  class,  this  Congress  again  desires  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to 
support  all  legislation  which  has  for  its  object  the  fixing  of  a minimum  wage  in- 
sweated  industries,  such  wage  to  equal  that  obtained  by  organised  labour.” — 
(Amalgamated  Tailors.) 
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<6)  FAIR  WAGES  RESOLUTION. 

“ That  this  Congress  is  of  opinion  that,  in  order  to  assist  the  better 
working  of  the  fair  wages  resolution  of  February,  1891,  it  is  necessary  that  a 
list  of  all  Government  contracts  given  out  by  the  separate  Departments  should 
be  published  monthly  in  the  Labour  Gazette,  with  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  contractors,  and  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  at  once  take 
steps  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  various  Departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment.”— ( National  Amalgamated  Tin  Plate  Workers.) 

AMENDMENT. 

“ After  the  word  ‘ contractors  * on  line  5,  add : 
‘ And  that  a firm  shall  be  taken  to  be  an  unfair  firm 
that  employs  any  workman  below  the  recognised 
standard,  and  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
to  at  once  take  steps  to  bring  these  matters  before 
the  various  departments  of  the  Government.’  ” — 
(Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners.) 


XVIII.— DEATH  CERTIFICATES. 

(1)  CHAEGES  POE  DEATH  CEBTIFICATES. 

“ This  Congress  is  of  opinion  that  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
ensure — 

“ (1)  The  regulation  of  the  appointment  and  hours  of  attendance  of 
Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths,  and 

“ (2)  The  reduction  of  the  charge  for  death  certificates  required  by  Trade 
Unions  to  the  same  as  that  for  certificates  required  by  Friendly 
Societies,  and  directs  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  make 
the  necessary  representations  in  the  proper  quarter.” — 
[Amalgamated  Stevedores.) 


(2)  “ That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Congress,  the  time  has  arrived  when  the 
system  of  Registration  of  Deaths  should  be  placed  upon  a more  satisfactory- 
basis,  and  we  ask  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  introduce  a measure  having 
ior  its  object — 

“ (1)  The  regulation  of  the  appointment  and  the  hours  of  attendance  of 
Registrars  ; and 


(2)  The  charges  of  Registrars,  especially  with  a view  to  the  abolition  of 
the  unfair  discrimination  between  Friendly  Societies  and  Trade 
Unions,  whereby  the  members  of  the  latter  are  charged  2s.  6d. 
for  death  certificates,  and  Friendly  Societies  are  only  charged  Is.” 
— ( National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Labour .) 


(3)  “tThis  Congress  is  of  opinion  that  the  charges  made  for  Registrars’ 
certificates  of  death  required  by  Trade  Unions  are  excessive,  and  out  of  all 
proportion  with  the  amount  charged  for  such  certificates  when  required  for  the 
use  of  Friendly  Societies,  and  hereby  instructs  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
to'take  steps  to  secure  a reduction  in  the  charge  on  the  former  equal  to  the  fee 
paid  by  the  latter.” — {Amalgamated  House  Decorators  and  Painters.) 
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TRADES  UNION  CONGRESS  STANDING  ORDERS. 


1.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Con- 
gress shall  be  held  in  September. 

2.  On  the  first  day  Congress  shall 
assemble  at  12  o’clock  noon  prompt ; 
on  each  succeeding  day  at  9-30  a.m., 
adjourn  at  1 p.m.,  reassemble  at  2 p.m., 
and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  5 p.m. 

delegates’  qualification. 

3.  (1)  The  Congress  shall  consist  of 
delegates  who  are  or  have  been  bma- 
fide  workers  at  the  trade  which  they 
represent,  and  are  legal  members  of 
trade  societies  ; but  no  person  can  be  a 
delegate  to  the  Trades  Union  Congress 
unless  he  is  actually  working  at  his 
trade  at  the  time  of  appointment,  or  is 
a permanent  paid  working  official  of 
his  Trade  Union.  (2)  No  representa- 
tive shall  be  accepted  as  bona-fide  other 
than  direct  representation  from  Trade 
Unions.  (3)  The  delegate’s  name,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  his  society’s 
contribution,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee fourteen  days  prior  to  the  meet- 
ing of  Congress. 

BASIS  OF  REPRESENTATION. 

4.  Trade  societies,  by  whatever  name 
they  may  be  known,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  delegate  for  every  2,000  members 
or  fraction  thereof ; provided  always 
that  they  have  paid  £1  for  every  1,000, 
or  fraction  thereof,  of  the  full  numerical 
strength  of  the  society,  probationary, 
free,  or  otherwise,  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  for  the 
past  year,  and  10s.  for  each  delegate 
attending  the  Congress,  and  forward 
their  names  and  addresses  fourteen 
days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Congress.  No  credential 
card  shall  be  issued  to  any  society  not 
having  complied  with  the  foregoing 
conditions. 

In  tbe  event  of  a legal  point  arising, 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Parliamen- 
tary Committee  (after  consultation  with 
counsel)  should  be  tested  by  law  in  the 
general  interest  of  Trade  Unionism, 


they  be  empowered  to  request  the 
organised  societies  to  provide  pro  rata 
the  expenses  necessary  to  test  it  through 
to  the  highest  Court  of  Appeal.  Any 
society  failing  to  comply  be  reported 
to  Congress. 

5.  The  chairman  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  for  the  past  year  shall  be 
president  of  the  Congress,  and  the 
vice-chairman  the  vice-president.  The 
chairman  shall  deliver  the  opening 
address,  which  shall  not  exceed  thirty 
minutes,  and  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  shall 
be  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Congress. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  COMMITTEES. 

6.  Special  committees  shall  be  formed 
to  deal  with  questions  affecting  the 
different  industries,  and  where  the 
resolutions  are  of  a technical  character 
they  shall  be  remitted  to  committees 
composed  of  representatives  from  the 
societies  whose  members  are  engaged 
in  the  industry  to  which  the  resolution 
refers,  who  shall  fully  consider  the 
same  and  report  to  Congress. 

TELLERS. 

7.  Six  persons  shall  be  appointed  as 
tellers,  whose  ruling  as  to  numbers  shall 
be  final,  except  in  cases  of  dispute,  when 
the  chairman  shall  order  a recount. 

VOTING. 

8.  (1)  The  method  of  voting  shall  be 
by  card,  to  be  issued  to  the  delegates 
of  trade  societies  according  to  their 
membership,  and  paid  for  (as  per 
Standing  Order  No.  4)  on  the  principle 
of  one  card  for  every  1,000  members 
or  fractional  part  thereof  represented. 
(2)  Such  cards  to  be  issued  to  delegates 
by  the  secretary  to  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  before  the  meeting  of  Con- 
gress. 

[It  will  only  be  necessary  to  resort  to 
this  method  of  voting  in  divisions  • 
that  may  be  challenged  by  dele- 
gates to  Congress.] 
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QUALIFICATION  FOR  PARLIAMENTARY 
COMMITTEE. 

9.  No  candidate  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  on  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
unless  he  is  a delegate  (as  per  Standing 
Order  No.  3),  and  the  society  so  repre- 
sented must  have  contributed  towards 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  that 
committee,  in  accordance  with  Standing 
Order  No.  4,  during  the  year  previous 
to  his  election.  In  no  case  shall  two 
members  of  one  trade  be  elected  on  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  ; such  con- 
dition not  to  apply  to  the  election  of 
secretary. 

That  no  candidate  shall  be  eligible 
for  election  on  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee who  has  privately  assisted,  during 
the  year  preceding  Congress,  in  the 
production  of  anything  which  is  produced 
by  non-union  labour,  or  is  produced  at 
such  firms  as  may  be  declared  unfair  by 
the  interested  trade  society,  or  who  has 
continued  to  assist  privately  in  the 
production  of  anything  which  is  produced 
by  non-union  labour,  or  is  produced  at 
such  firms  as  may  be  declared  unfair  by 
the  interested  trade  society,  after  such 
matters  have  been  pointed  out  to  him. 

PARLIAMENTARY  COMMITTEE. 

10.  A Parliamentary  Committee  of 
thirteen,  including  secretary,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  on  the  last  day  but 
one  of  each  Congress,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  they  are  re-elected, 
or  their  successors  appointed.  They 
shall  elect  from  among  themselves  a 
president,  vice-president,  and  treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  ballot  paper  to  be  filled  up  and 
then  immediately  placed  in  the  box 
without  inspection  by  the  delegates 
other  than  those  of  the  society  voting. 
And  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
be  elected  subject  to  the  present  Stand- 
ing Orders. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  PARLIAMENTARY 
COMMITTEE. 

11.  The  duties  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  shall  be  (1)  to  watch  all 
legislative  measures  directly  affecting 
the  question  of  labour.  (2)  To  initiate 
such  legislative  action  as  Congress  may 
direct.  (3)  To  prepare  the  programme 
for  the  Congress  from  resolutions 


forwarded  by  the  respective  societies 
and  be  empowered  to  rearrange  and 
place  only  such  propositions  which  are 
generally  accepted  as  coming  within  the 
objects  and  aims  of  Trade  Unionism. 
(4)  To  examine  and  decide  as  to  the 
validity  of  delegates’  credentials.  (5) 
The  Parliamentary  Committee  shall 
meet  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
meeting  of  Congress  for  the  purpose  of 
classifying  resolutions  and  amendments, 
and  shall  ballot  for  order  of  procedure 
of  the  same,  also  for  the  position  of 
delegates’  seats  in  Congress  hall. 

PROGRAMME  OF  BUSINESS. 

12.  Resolutions  for  the  programme 
must  be  signed  by  the  secretary  and 
chairman  of  the  society  sending  them, 
and  must  reach  the  secretary  of  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  at  least 
twelve  weeks  before  the  time  fixed  for 
the  meeting  of  Congress.  Such  resolu- 
tions shall  be  printed  and  sent  to 
official  correspondents  of  recognised 
Trade  Unions  not  less  than  eight  weeks 
before  the  meeting  of  Congress.  The 
order  in  which  these  subjects  are  to  be 
discussed  shall  be  decided  by  ballot 
conducted  by  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee. No  Trade  Union  shall  be 
allowed  more  than  three  resolutions. 

The  programme  CDmpiled  by  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  should  be 
taken  as  the  first  business  of  the 
Congress. 

All  amendments  to  the  propositions 
submitted  by  the  various  trades  must 
reach  the  secretary  of  the  Parliamen- 
tary Committee  four  weeks  before  the 
opening  of  the  Congress,  such  amend- 
ments to  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary,  and  also  bear  the  stamp 
of  the  society ; and  such  propositions 
shall  be  placed  before  the  Congress 
immediately  it  assembles. 

PARLIAMENTARY  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 

13.  (1)  The  Congress  having  been  duly 
opened,  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
shall  present  their  report  for  the  past 
year,  which  shall  be  laid  on  the  table 
for  discussion.  The  report  shall  be 
discussed  en  seriatim , and  not  as  a 
whole.  Each  speaker  to  be  limited  to 
five  minutes.  The  report  shall  contain 
a list  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
meetings,  with  dates,  also  the  names  of 
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those  members  who  were  present  at 
such  meetings.  (2)  That  the  Standing 
Orders  of  Congress  and  Parliamentary 
Committee  shall  be  published  with 
each  Annual  Report  of  proceedings  of 
Congress. 

SECRETARY  EX-OFFICIO  MEMBER  OF 
CONGRESS. 

14.  The  secretary  shall  be  elected  by 
Congress , and  be  ex-officio  a member  of 
the  Congress  and  the  Parliamentary 
Committee.  Should  a vacancy  occur 
between  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Congress,  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  fill  up  the  vacancy. 

NOMINATION  OF  SECRETARY  AND  PAR- 
LIAMENTARY COMMITTEE. 

15.  (1)  That  all  nominations  for  the 
offices  of  secretary  and  Parliamentary 
Committee  shall  be  sent  in  to  the 
secretary  not  less  than  twelve  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  Congress,  and 
the  list  of  names  be  published  on  the 
agenda  paper  containing  resolutions  that 
are  to  come  up  for  discussion  at  Con- 
gress. (2)  That  individual  ballot  papers 
containing  the  names  of  each  candidate 
shall  be  supplied  to  delegates  on  the 
day  of  election  (such  ballot  papers  to  be 
perforated). 

LIMITATION  OF  SPEECHES. 

16.  (1)  The  mover  of  a resolution 
shall  be  allowed  ten  minutes,  the 
seconder  seven,  and  any  or  each 
succeeding  speaker  five  minutes.  No 
one  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a 
question,  except  the  mover  of  the 
original  resolution.  (2)  All  amendments 
to  resolutions  must  be  taken  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  printed. 
(3)  Should  the  president  of  the  Congress 
be  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  practical 
difference  among  the  delegates,  he  shall 
have  power  to  stop  the  discussion. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  CONGRESS. 

17.  The  Parliamentary  Committee 
shall  assist  and  co-operate  with  the 
local  committee  of  the  town  where  the 
next  Congress  is  to  be  held,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  arrangements 
as  complete  as  possible,  and  shall  have 
power  to  invite  the  following  persons 
to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Congress 
(subject  to  the  approval  of  Congress), 


viz.,  deputations ; the  Labour  members  ; 
the  members  of  the  city  or  borough ; 
likewise  the  mayor  or  provost,  and 
members  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
town  in  which  the  Congress  is  held. 

The  Parliamentary  Committee  shall 
meet  prior  to  the  date  of  each  Congress 
for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  these 
matters. 

ACCOUNTS  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

18.  The  accounts  for  the  year  shall  be 
closed  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  holding 
of  each  Congress,  and  a printed  balance 
sheet,  duly  certified  by  the  auditors, 
presented  to  each  member  of  the 
Congress  not  later  than  Friday  morning 
of  the  week  in  which  the  Congress  is 
held. 

All  surplus  moneys,  after  payment  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Congress,  shall  be 
used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
Parliamentary  Committee. 

AUDITORS. 

19.  Two  auditors  shall  be  elected, 
who  shall  have  access  to  all  the  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  the  income 
and  expenditure  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee. 

DEALING  WITH  DISPUTES. 

20.  Any  society  engaged  in  a dispute 
and  considering  themselves  aggrieved 
by  reason  of  the  members  of  another 
society  assisting  to  defeat  those  on 
strike,  may  report  the  circumstances  to 
the  Parliamentary  Committee,  who  may 
then  take  such  steps  as  the  circumstances 
may  warrant,  and  should  the  charge  be 
proved,  the  offending  society  shall  be 
charged  with  all  costs  and  suspended 
from  representation  at  Congress  for  two 
years ; and  any  delegate  who  brings  a 
charge  against  any  society  except  in 
accordance  with  the  provision  of  this 
rule  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Congress. 

Should  any  society  make  a charge 
against  another  society,  and  the  society 
against  whom  the  charge  is  made  refuses 
to  have  the  same  investigated,  such 
society  shall  be  deemed  guilty,  and  be 
expelled  from  Congress  for  two  years. 

Should  any  society  make  a charge 
against  another  society,  and,  after  due 
investigation,  fail  to  prove  the  same,  it 
shall  bear  the  whole  of  the  costs  of  the 


investigation,  including  the  expenses 
incurred  by  the  defendant  society  ; and 
if  in  the  opinion  of  the  investigating  or 
Parliamentary  Committee  the  charge  be 
a false  one,  wilfully  and  knowingly 
made,  the  society  so  offending  shall,  in 
addition  to  bearing  the  expense,  be  liable 
to  a fine  not  exceeding  £20. 

Any  society  refusing  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  inquiry  or  fine  as  laid  down 
by  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  excluded 
from  Congress  until  such  payment  be 
made. 

AMENDMENT  OF  STANDING  OEDEES. 

21.  Should  any  amendment  of  the 
Standing  Orders  of  the  Congress  be 
proposed  by  any  society,  such  amend- 
ment must  be  forwarded  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  at  least  twelve 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  Congress, 


and  in  no  case  shall  the  standing 
orders  be  suspended  unless  agreed  to 
by  a two-thirds  vote  of  Congress. 

DELEGATES  LEAVING  CONGEESS. 

22.  No  delegate  shall  leave  Congress 
without  the  consent  of  the  vice- 
president  ; and  delegates  absent  one 
whole  sitting  without  leave  of  absence 
shall  be  named  by  the  chairman. 

FOEEIGN  DELEGATION. 

23.  In  the  event  of  Congress  deciding 
upon  any  foreign,  American,  or  Annual 
Co-operative  Congress  or  other  delega- 
tion, nominations  for  such  delegation  to 
be  sent  in  to  the  secretary  not 
less  than  twelve  weeks  prior  to  tho 
meeting  of  Congress.
